Dear I-iaryanna; 

We got over to Kure on Sept, 20, We have very nice quarters 
here, Jim and I share a room in a suite with the CO complete with 
living room and kitchenette. We have a lab in another section of 
the building tiith work tables, cabinets for storage, and a specially 
built drying rack for skins. As usual everyone here has been most 
cooperative. The station has two 4-wheel drive vehicles and it is 
possible to drive about 2/3rds of the beach of Green I, As the 
station’s runabout is out of commission because the keel is ripped 
off we have not gotten to the other four islands in the atoll as 
yet. They do not appear to have any vegetation on them, and seem 
to be used mainly by seals and noddies. We are having a very 
difficult time doing much banding because the brush is so thick. 
There is very little we can catch in the daytime and at night we 
make so much noise crashing through the Scaevola after roosting- 
birds that many fly before we can get near them. 

The enclosed species checklist will give some idea of the birds 
which are presently using the island. Our most interesting bird 
records are a duck (green-winged teal ?) collected yesterday, a 
questionable sight record of a female shoveller duck in the lagoon, 
and a passerine, probably Seiurus sp,, collected last week when we 
saw two other passerines which we were unable to collect. We have 
collected about 3® birds for skins, mostly immatures and migrants, 
and some birds which have hit the Loran antenna. The island is 
alive with rats, apparently the Polynesian rat, R, exulans , and we 
have collected over 50 already. The rats have lice and mites, but 
I have found no fleas. If Binion would like I will send back some 
parasites for identification now, I have also found tapeworms with 
some regularity, I don't have enough trapping data yet to esti¬ 
mate numbers but the popiaation is certainly in the thousands, and 
rats are running everywhere though the brush, even in the daytime. 
There appear to be from 50 to 100 seals in the atoll now and we 
have tagged 30 so far with the help of the siilors. We have 
banded about 300 birds to date on Green I,, mostly immature boobies, 
frigates, and tropicbirds. V/e are begirming work on three specific 
study areas on the island. One is 550 feet square with stations 
every 50 feet fm trapping rats. The area has nestir^ boobies of 
two species, nesting tropicbirds, and wedgetails and Bonin I, 
petrels. It will probably have albatross. It includes sections 
of all the habitat types on the island* Tl^e other two areas were 
placed in regions of shearwater and petrel burrow concentrations 
and are 200 feet square. They are primarily in grassy habitat as 
this is what the burrowing birds seem to prefer, .-Hq have also

placed stakes every 100 yards around the periiaeter of Green I, 
for mapping purposes, studies on albatross breeding and seal 
movements. 

Lt, Goodwin, the CO,is very anxious to find out anything 
he can about the biology, geology, and history of Kure. Could 
you please see what you might be able to dig up in the library 
for the station. One thing I can think of is a copy of the 
chapter on Kure in Bryan's book on the Polynesian islands. Also 
he would like some copies of our field guide; I don't have any 
with me. 

Jim is going to go back to Plidway in the next week or so 
to keep an eye out for unusual migrants and to band. If we 
want to put a third person out here the station at Kure can 
handle one more, and of course there isn't usually a problem 
at Midway, I don't know xjhat plans are back there now. 

The alcohol disappeared out of our chemical container on 
the way out; all the unlocked containers were opened; so we are 
desperately in need of alcohol, V/e also need more cotton, more 
small vials and caps, and caps for the largest size vials. Some¬ 
how we got the wrong size caps. Also please send 500 mammal and 
500 bird McBee cards as we neglected to get any out of storage. 
And I hope that the carrying case for the balance arrives soon. 
The rest of our expendable needs the Coast Guard can supply us 
and I will pay for it out of ray miscellaneous funds. 

There is a great variety of insects on this island, and we 
plan to bring back a representative sample of them as well as 
of the plants. We should have a trimk full of birdskins to send 
back in a couple of weeks. 

We have been gettii^ a lot of rain and wind here in the 
past week, and this has cut down on our field work to some 
extent. I believe that covers the situation here for the moment.

Dear Maryanna; 

It is now time to bring you up to date on rry trip out, the aborted bird 
shipment, and other equally confused and confusing aspects of the project* 

I now understand and appreciate many reinarks made by Binion, Fred, Bill, et. 
al. regarding operations on this end. Fortunately I had been x^arned not to 
be surprised when things did not go the way they were planned, so when they 
didn’t I wasn’tl 

Last Mon. a.m. we got into the conunuter jam on the way to the airport 
and missed the flight to Chicago. I phoned in and cancelled my reservations 
in order not to get docked the late charge. Arriving at Dulles I was put on 
a direct flight to Los Angeles and first class to Honolulu (standby for tour¬ 
ist) and charged an additional $43»00. In L.A. I was told that my chances of 
going toxirist class on my originally scheduled flight were almost nil. It 
all worked out when they put me on a commuter flight to San Francisco ($2*50) 
and I came out tourist class ($43 refund) arriving two and a lialf hours later 
than according to the original schedule. Bob and Roger came out to the airp 
port and took me to the hotel and I spent the evening X\rith them (Pat had gone 
out). They are all in fine shape and their work seems to be going exception¬ 
ally well. I filled them in as best I could on what was going on in Washing¬ 
ton and elsewhere. 

Tuesday I went to Army AT|fC0 at Hickam AFB and x^as put on standby for 
the Wed. a.m* flight to Johnston (they said that this would have happened 
eiiren if I had been there Monday afternoon). They then told me that the plane 
left at 9 ^•in# on Wed. When I arrived at 7:30 Wed. a.m. they then told me 
that the plane had left at 7 and that they would put me on standby on the 
Fri# flight. This flight supposedly left at 9 also. Most of Wed. was then 
spent trying to get things squared away with Capt. Suddath. Thurs. Eat, Rog, 
Bob and I went to the U. of Hax-^aii where we worked uo a lot of the data from

the last YAG survey using Dr. Doty’s facilities. 

Fri. I arrived at Hickam at 500 a.m. and was told that I was on the 
9 o’clock flight for sure. Just as we started boarding at 8:30 Capt. Sud- 
duth called and said that the cargo flight of the previous day that the birds 
should have come on had been cancelled and that I x^as to try and have them 
put on the passenger flight that I was going dox'jn on for the return trip. 
Since he had heard nothing from this end he didn’t know for sure whether the

. birdswere available and wanted me to call him at 1 o'clock. TJie plane reach¬ 
ed 12:20 p.m. and after the usual 15 minute security briefing, camera 

check-in, etc., I called Ken who Klas here on Sand. With the help of an AEC 
man the birds had been captured and crated Thursday night but the Air Force 
\ personnel in charge of flights to and from Johnston told Ken that the earliest 
plane the birds could be flown out on was Mon. (Sept. 30). Because of this the 
birds were still here on Sand. When I explained the situation to the AF peo- 
pie they went way out of their way to try and help us by talking with the Lt. 

I Col, in charge of the flight. At first he said that he couldn*t take them be- 
I cause of the people on the plane. He then asked me some questions and I told 
I him it was very important and he finally reconsidered and said to load the birds, 
I This last-ditch attempt fell through because it woulu have taKen at least two 
I hours to bring tne birds over to Johhston from Sand ana run thx^uagn tne neces- 
I sary red tape and paper worK connected witn such flights. The plane was sched- 
I uled to leave here at two but left aboub 15 minutes early since there was a 

I medical patient in serious condition. At 12:50 the radio-phone call to Uapt, 

I Sudduth was first attempted but wnen I finally was able to talk wion him at 
I 2 o'clock tne plane haa left, I*m not certain that he understood that tne 
I birdie were still here on Sand but he did say to release the birds whieh we 
I did Jt^'riaay afternoon (3 dead out of I 5 O; 2 later found dead in colony pos- 
I sibiy weaKened due to confinement). He also said to wait for notification 
I regax-ding the next shipment until we hear from the S.I. which we will do. I 
am sending a letter to Capt, Sudduth to explain tne situation to him, 

I have talked with Lt, Hayes about the problems involving tne bird ship¬ 
ments and he has made the following suggestions: ( 1 ) that someone be sent to 
accompany the birds from here since this seems to be the most successful way 
of carrying out the operation^ i.e, GirAgosian, ( 2 ) that Coast Guard District 

be notified when anyone is scheduled to come out here (this should be done 

b 3 ^ DTC when they cut tne orders j, (3) that if it should be necessary to have 
more personnel than two for which he has authorization to come out here bet 
tween now and March he would appreciate being notified by S.l. and DTC at 
least two weeks in advance so that the necessary preparations can be made, 

(4) that it is not necessary to have prior notification when one person is 
sent here for one or two days in connection with a bird snipment, ( 5 ^ fo^r 
aavanced planning you should be informed that there is a very strong pos¬ 
sibility that the runway will be closed for at least a two weeK period dur¬ 
ing October or Novamber (we *11 let you know when it becomes more definite). 

To the rest of this all that Ken and I can think of that should be add¬ 
ed at the moment is ( 1 ) no ticks have been collected yet ^we will continue 
trying), and ( 2 ; after the successful completion of tne bird shipment pre¬ 
sently hanging fire tnere wi.ll be a population here of approximately 1400 
shearwaters ( 9 OO banded) IF they are all still coming in to tne island, 

Ken will sena a letter tomorrow and we*11 work on the Sixth Progress 
Report together so you will be hearing from us again soon.

The 
location entry on the bandin'* re orts should include "Pacific Ocean" 
since this tells anyone not knowing where Johnston Island is located 
exactly where it is. Fred says that birds in adu.lt plumage should be 
designated as adults even in the Fall, The banding manual is orobably 
written .for land birds'here in t..e states where this may cause* a dif- 
iculty. You can write up more than 100 bands on one report. That 
us, if you band 300 adult Sooty Te ns on one da-y, you can put this on 
one report. The included band numbers (in the upper right*hahd Conner) 
should include the 300 bands (ex, 003~0010^»00400), T e comment should 
^Qsd "All 300 bands same data^l, or whatever the number may be. If 
this is confusing continue on as you have been doing, but it does save 
a little writing. 


Fred and I went up to Fort Detrick last Monday and sav/ the Sand I. 
birds which had come in on Saturday. We learned that of the 152 W. T. 
Shearwaters sent 29 were dead on arrival and 8 died by KoneJay. The 
partitions in the boxes had shifted and many of tns birds had gotten to¬ 
gether and probably }iad fought each other. Also this gave them a larger 
area to move around in. They had begun to eat on Momlay which was a 
good indication that they were all right. We did notice some (2) Td.th 
bands on then. ''*e recorded them. These probably slipped through idth 
the C.G. personnel helping.

Dear i-Iaryanna: 

We are both hale and hearty and covered vdth Bonin Island 
Petrel and Fairy Tern you-know-what. The tinink with ray clothes 
hasn't arrived as yet so this tends to increase the perfume. 

All other equipment has arrived, including the equipment I got 
in Honoliilu and had shipped out. Kure just received word this 
week about our stay over there and we are moving over today. 

Jim got to Midway on September 6 th and the equipment arrived on 
the(|th. I got here on the 13 th. We've been having a little 
trouble working in our banding operations around trips to the 
" 0 " club, and this coupled with the fact that the birds are 
scattered around all over people's lawns maizes staggering around 
after them increasingly complicated. There are a few dividends 
however (not the kind Bess is worried about) as one gentleman, 
after coming out to see what in hell we were doing on his lawn 
at 11 PM, then invited us to Tnanksgiving dinner, proclaiming 
that he'd have a special plane pick us up at Kure if necessary. 

We have collected and prepared 37 specimens, perhaps the 
most interesting a pair of teal that do not appear to be North 
American and a solitary sandpiper. Also a few curlews, Christ¬ 
mas Island Shearwaters, Sanderling, Tattler, etc. Plus a few 
mice and rats. And they are all rotting around our roomi 

Vie have banded about 775 birds, the bulk of the figure 
being Bonin Island Petrels, with young Red-tailed Tropicbirds 
second and Faii^ Terns third. V/e have obtained 76 recoveries, 
most of these on Bonins also, 

FolloX'ri.ng is a rundown on the species observed to date. 

Red-tailed Tropicbird - abundant, many chicks from recently 
hatched to fully fledged, on both Sand and Eastern. 

Fairy Tern - abundant, raany chicks, most nearly fledged, on 
both islands 

Hawaiian Noddy - abundant, many young fully fledged and 
flying, on both islands 

Common Noddy - common on south shore of Sand, just roosting; 
fully fledged young on Eastern

Greater Frigatebird - rare on Sand, seen only in air, young on 
Eastern, common

The 
Bonin Island Petrels which you have been collecting can also be banded 
ahl they should become more and laore nmerous. Hotirever try not to 
collect banded birds. Most of the banded birds on Midway will be 
ones -vdiich have been banded there and therefore the value of a band return 
is very small if the bird is killed.rather than released. The partictilar 
plot where you have been taking Bonin Island Petrels from is one of 
Chan Robbins regular bandiiig Spots and in past years he has tried to 
band all birds in this area and has recoi-ds <xi many birds tracing 
back 5-6 years. 

Glad to hear about the abundance of shorebiivis. Advise working the 
unusual things now as they certainly are not there later in the Winter. 
Again don’t sp«id too much time collecting. Remember Bristle-thighed 
Curlews are rare in the wild and coamion 4n collections and should be 
treated accordingly when collecting. 
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More on banding. On petrels iise a net if they are Jumpy. Later 
in the breeding aeason you should be able to band 60-100 an hour. One 
of the bands you list as being collected 645-74~06 is also listed by 
you as being cau^t and released a day later. I realize it is very

Dow that I have had enough time here to look around I am absolutely 
convinced that tv/o months here will be too little to accomplish what is needed . 

It is a welcome change to get back to work after sitting on my duff in Honolulu. 

I am fully convinced that the Navy is the gruuj) of good guys in ou±? little 
saga by the sea and the Army is the bad guys, l^ereas the Army were one overblown pain, 
the Navy personell have been all help and generally good people to work with. McDaniels 
is not here, hut there is a smooth interchange of information and help between the 
people who run this island and myself - In short, they want to help and this is a far 
cry from the Army*s attitude towards this whole endeavour. 

I have several s'all problems and questions. F5_rst of all, the equipment has 
not yet arrived, and I am lost without my trusty Peterson in this morass of new birds. 

All that has arrived in the six trunk shipment is the box of chemicals and poisons 
which are of no immediate use v/ithout the rest of the gear. When it all ^ets here, I 
am going to fly it in one mass to Kure as the Navy has graciously consented to schedule 
a special flight for our needs v^^hen we desire it ( Compare that v/ith the Army bungleing ). 

If you have a mofcent, how about checking as far as possible on the Shipment from your 
end: If it does not arrive on tomorrows flight I am going to begi.n probing from this end 
to find out v/here it is ( God only knov/s with the Army and Ft. Detrick having their hands 
on it. ) as a little help from us might speed its arrival here. 

Since arriving here I have collected birds v/ith impunity and suprisingly damn 
good resMts. The first night here I stumbled into a flock of shearwaters as they came in 
to roost for the evening: I managed to capture 31 of these and found two banded which I 
collected. These birds are moulting. In the past two ninghts I have caught a number more 
( I have had to release all unbanded birds without bands because the equipment is not 
yet here with the bands therein. ) and now have raised the total of captures of banded 
birds to 11, five of which are now skins and show almost every stage in the feather replacem 
ment for this species# I have had to prepare these using ray ov/n parasitology sissors, an 
old scalpal from my shading kit, the wrong kind of cotton from the Navy PX, cornmeal ( a 
substance hated by Smithsonian preparators ), and a couple of pairs of heraostats and 
small forceps which I threv/ in with my film on a hunch that they might come in handy. 
Suprisingly, for this primitive equipment and terrible grade of cotton, these and 
a sandpiper ( v/hich flew into an Airplane propeller losing a wing in the encounter ) i 

have turned out to be reasonably good skins: If they don*t leak fat they will be nice 
skins. I have also taken a few skeletons. Later this v/eek I plan to get three of the 
flight of Bristle-thighed Curlews which are here. 

That ends the nev/s part of this letter ( By the way I*m fine, How are you ) ^ 

and v/hat follows are the field notes v/hich I have accumulated in the past three days. 

My notebooks are all in the equipment and I think that these would be better off home than 
on the ten or so scraps of paper where they are at the moment. 

Here beginneth the Epistle of Ludwig: 

Honolulu, Sept. 1, 19t>3 

I was amazed to find a large flight of shorebirds C principally Golden and 
Black-bellied plovers ) foraging in the Punch-Bowl Crater several thousand feet above 
sea-level. There were other species present numbering in total about 600 individuals: 

Most were the Golden Plover. 

Honolulu, Sept 1965 - 

Drove up the Tantalus traiij. and down the Round Top drive: Part way down 
the drive is a state park. There I found several small warbler—like birds with 
Red bills, legs, and secondaries, lellow breasts, greyish, and grey blue backs; I 
need a Peterson. 
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Midivay Island - Sept, b, 1965 

Arrived here and was immediately impressed by the helping had ol* all the naval 
personell. Aparently the v/elcorne mat is out for everybody thqt comes here, and it is 
damn-bit better than the callous treatment which the Aimiy gives the civilians that deal 
v/hich them. At happy—hour I met most everj^ne, received a dinner invitation, and was 
asked ( collared? ) into speaking to the Midway Chamber of Commerce; these people are so 
damn nice to me I can say no?^On arriving was impressed by Fairy terns and Red-tailed 
Tropicbirds which are still nesting and seem to be everywhere. At 2000 I caught ray first 
shearwaters — collected two banded ones and ended a long and satisfying day on a happy 
satisfying note. 

Midway Island, Sept. 7» 1965 

Went shopping at the PX and managed to piece together enough e(iuipraent to finish 
putting up the shearwater skins: These were moulting heavily and were not ( Thank God ) 
too fa^ - hope they don’t leak. Scouted much of the civilized part of the island and 
found fairy terns nesting in almost every Australian Pine: However, there is much that 
isnt being used and something other than available nest sites must control their numbers. 
Red-tailed Tropicbirds v/ere not observed about the island or attending to their chicle 
until 1000: The peak of tropicbird ^ctivity occurred between I500 and l400 today and I 
captured several adults on the groud with chicks then. Went to the Shearv/ater night roost 
at 1900,1 First Shearwaters overhead at I908, their numbers increasing rapidly - perhaps 
100 flying about by 1915; 1925 flying within 5 feet of their roosts; 19212, first Shearwater 
on the ground, Bulk were on the ground by I95O although some were still flying. In an 
hour I had captured 4 banded birds: Three collected for skins. One was taken for a skeleton. 

Midv/ay Island, Sept. 8, 1965. 


Spent much of the morning finishing up the shearwater skins. After lunch I walked 

around the Island and saw a lot of things which I could not name : Again, I am in need of 

a geterson . There are at least five kinds of terns and Hoddies here. Three Frigatebirds 

were seen. Many Tropicbirds as they are apparently in the height of their nesting now. 

Many Fairy Terns. Counted 51 Bristle-thighed Curlews, many Golden plovers, and five other 

shorebirds which I did not recognize in their v/inter plumage: One Turnstone seen. One 

Shorebird caught aloiVe at the end of a runway - v/ing on left side had been sheared off - 

saved for a Skin ( maybe a Stilt Sandpiper ? ). Most of the Curlews were on the East end 

of the island in a trough to the Right of the Navy Pier there. Most of the Terns were on 

the South end of the island* Albatross and Boobies were conspicuous by their absence. 

In the evening I stopped again to catch and watch the Shearwaters. Overhead 1905, flying 

low over ground at 1921, first on ground at 1951, bulk on the ground by 1950. This roost 

is located just behind the school where the grass is deep and mxderlain by sand. There were 

60 birds on the location by 2050, and in 2 hours I caught about 40 with bare hands and 

stealth: Got 6 more returns for a total of 11 to date on this species. A listing of the

Midway Island, Sept* 9i 19^3 

Spent most of the morni.ng doing odds and ends and making skeletons of a Fairy- 
Tern and Tropic bird caught late last night after chasing the shearwaters . Tropicbirds 
again absent until 0930 when they be "in to appear over the island: Peak of their activity 
at 1300 today. Many adults on the ground sitting with chicks by I 5 OO. However, most must 
retuni to sea as last evening I found onlj one adult with a very small chick at 2400 
while locating 23 chicks beneath the brush: Most chicks are at the feathering-out stage of 
their development. No eggs or nhw chicks of any species yet found here. 


Got five letters in the mail and sat down to glut ray senses on news from home. 


Here Bndeth Chapter One of the Epistle of Ludwig: 

Vtould you type up a couple of copies of this for when I get back to v;ashington . 
I v/ill transfer what further notes I take into the regular note-books when they arrive. 


Hope all is well with you in Washington. If you’ve any special instructions on 


collecting of skins and skeletons, sing out NOW for I am going to continue to collect until 
the equipment and bands arrive: And after the ammunition gets here, I plan to get a series 
on the shorebirds, and hopefulljf some of the banded noddies which I have seen from time to 
time. As most everything has quit nesting that is bandable, collecting and observation 
must be the forte of this expedition, and any special instructions should be directed ray 
way now: Otherv/ise I will continue to collected what is available and in the best ( most 

useful ) series possible.

Dear Maryanna, 

Several things have come up which could possibly prove 
to be of great advantage to the Project, However, let me first 
clear up a few of the odds and ends here. 

Please tell Bill Wirtz that I have all of the equipment 
out of storage that he wanted except the can of ethyl ether. I thought 
that the ether was too dangerous to be transported in an unpressurized 
plane, and I am going to attempt to get some chloroform instead. If 
Bill has special need of the ether, it would be easiest to bring 
it with him when coming out, I have all of the materials in the 
extra duffle, and there is plenty of room available in the trunks 
now so that others who want things stored here will be able to 
use the trunks here for shipping. I have examined and calibrated 
the telethermometer, and all probes check to an accuracy of .4 
of a degree C, 

The orders are still confused, I called ATCO Saturday AM 
and found out nothing. You might warn the other guys that Pier 39 is 
run by civilians who don’^t work on weekends or holidays, and that 
the several army officers there are quite useless, Aparently I am 
going to have to wait until Tuesday to book a plane flight out, and 
unless I can get the Radar Picket Plane to run me out. It may be 
Friday before I get out to Midway: God only knows what ministerial 
irresponsibility awaits me there, 

Binion passed through here Friday and Saturday, and was 
full of goodies for you to patiently listen too. He has some very 
appropriate suggestions, 

I called my personal friend Senator Toshi Ansai from 
Maui on arriving here and was greeted by all sorts of enthusiasm, 

Toshi and family have been friends for many years, and as soon as 
he found out that I was here on some sort of a bird project he offered 
to place at my disposal the Wildlife Biologists from each of the 
main islands for several days on my return to Honolulu in December. 
Toshi has suggested that I spend several days on each of the islands 
to look carefully at the birds there in the company of these trained m 
who know their respective islands well to see if we can gather any 
valuable information. From what little experience I had looking 
at the literature before coming out here, this seems like an very 
excellent suggestion. I have found out through various sources of 
infoinnation that Kauai has Geey-backed Noddies, Boobies, and 
Tropic-birds nesting on it. The Waimea Canyon, which reaches a depTV 
of over 3,000 feet apparently has an abundance of the White-tailed 
Tropic-birds nesting in sheer sides of this canyon. The Blue-Grey 
Noodles apparently nest abundantly on the North-East tip of the 
Island, and from the pictures of A Botanist which visited the 
Island two years ago I found that there were large colonies of 
boobies thare. Clearly, I think that this should be investigated 
especially in view of the fact that the YAG surveys turn up many 
of these species which apparently nest in the main Islands and not 
the leewards. What I would like to request is permission from the 







directors of the Pacific Project to spend 10 days investigating these 
possibilities on the various main islands in December after getting 
back from the leewards or where-wer I am, I would request per Diem 
of $16.00, and 100,00 for interisland flight expenses, $260,00 seems 
like a very tiny investment for the potential information which this 
side-trip could provide. And I am sure that DR, Humphrey realizes 
that we need specimens of White-tailed Tropic-birds and Blue-grey 
Noddies which we will likely not get at sea or on the other islands. 


The other problem or question which has arisen in my mind 
since getting out here is the advisability of switching places with 
Bob Sundell in late October. BinJ.on was of the opinion that 

we might well lose a lot of time in making this switch as it takes \ 
time to establish efficient routines in any situation, and that both 
Bob and I would be just really getting into the business on Sand 
and Kure respectively when we would be switched to a new situation 
losing several days in the switch and being placed in the position 
of having to relearn a lot of little things which fit the new situation. 
Clearly, when the Pacific Project spends as much as it does to get 
us here where we can do the work, it behooves us to make the most 
efficient use of our time in the field which, after all,'^very limited. 

If Bob Sundell is agreeable, I certainly don't feel the crying need to 
get back to Honolulu for a break in the middle of this work and would 
just as soon try to do a very through job on Kure and sacrifice the 
" change of scenery ”, You can save enough in transportation costs 
to finance the side-trips to the main islands in December if Bob and 
I don't have to switch. For that matter. Senator Ansai would welcome 
a pair of us from the Pacific Project to go along on these interisland 
observations, which I should like to see for December, If these things 
can be arranged without too much trouble to everyone, I think that 
this would be the best way to proceed^i/i, yielding the most information 

to the Project, 

If you could come to some decision on these matters before 
Bill Wirtz and Bob Sundell leave for the field, I think it would be good 
to have these matters decided then. 


Leaving thoughts of the project behind for the moment, 

Honolulu is quite a town. I met Mai Tai and for an inocouous girl 
she packs quite a wallop. Clearly, it is a gold lined tourist trap. 
Brother Fleet and I tried Surfing Saturday and simply didn t make it; 

We both have the ajility and balance of obese cattle on those boards. 
I've been trying to get around the island but as yet have not succeeded, 
I have a fetish about going around on a motorcycle as I used to race 
these lovely pieces of machinery, but the only place that rents 
cycles has a waiting list expected to occupy all cycles for three 
more days. I probably actually won't get around Oahu until December. 
Waikiki isn't much as a beach - it is just covered with lovely 
bodies - and salt water does not run to my tastes, but I love watching 
the people here. Many of the tourists are terrible sorts, but the 
Hawaiians, Japanese, and Chinese here are simply beautiful people. 
Friday night I had dinner with the ex-attorney general of Hawaii at 
his home and was treated to some of the most delightful Japanese 
cooking that I have ever enjoyed. I picked up some of the hints 
from Mrs. Kashiwa on the dished she had prepared, and now we must 












plan a real pAU for the Christmas holidays someplace

Thanks for jnvr 2 inforinative letters. Under separate cover I’m 
sending the band recovery foni:s and banding schedules which we have 
finished. Vie only have about 50 ore mnused banding schedule sheets so 
send another supply. If the date section is v/rong, have the assistants 
change them, also let me knov; so I can correct the ones in the future. 

We didn’t draw lines on them here, if necessary we’ll do it later. 

The color m:arkers arrived yeste -day on 2 different planes. We of 
course also had a ’’good tim.e” cutting them for the Sooties. We cut 
what we thought was enough for yesterday and by noon had to cut some more 
(total 1300 Sooties yesterday). We are banding entirely by day now; one 
netting and one banding-two teams. The ^oon is just too bright to v 7 ork 
at night. My thumb is really sore from tightning those markers. We pre¬ 
insert the pointed ends in advance and then only have to slip the markers 
over the foot and tighten them down. We’ve picked up speed now. With Pat 
Elliott catching, I can do 100 in 35ininutes-with the birds cooperating, 
however. I sent the telegram about the markers on Sunday the 2Sth and you 
say it arrived at the SI on the 31st. That’s entirely too long, "^t must 
have gotten lost along the vray. Next time I’ll also sent them with a 
little more priority. 

Thanks for the info, on the frigates. I’ve seen only F. minor so far 
bmt I’ve noticed that 7B’s are al'ost too large for some of them. This h 
has put me to v;anderi:"'g.

Since Karsranna and Kaxlne are quite busy today I a*^kln£ the liberty of 
writing to make eure that you raoelve the information ft the Sooty Tom in 
plenty of time. This letter will presumably reach you early next week and

If ^his la the ease please state very specifically what infor* 
mation you need. We will send it to you at the hotel on Viake as soon as we 
are able to oon^ile what you request. 

The incubation period of the Sooty Tern Is 26 days. This fact was determ¬ 
ed by J, B, Watson in 190? from observations made on 16 nests on the Dry Tox^ 
tugas* The figure is quoted widely in other literature but I hare been unable 
to locate any indication that other workers have attempted to verify it. At 
that time the same persdb r^oirtod that the young were completely feathered 
at the end of 30 days and " as the birds get older they begin to fly short 
distances. At the end of 35 days they can cover 30 to hO feet very rapidly 
by a series of fl>’lng hops." Sprunt who also studied ttie birds on the Dry 
Tortugas says that the young are on the wing in two months. Watson also 
states that incubation Is by both saxes with each bird sitting for 24 hours 
wt^ the ehangs-over oooxxrrlng at nl^t. After hatching the young are brood¬ 
ed by a parent for the first three days; this careful protection Is followed 
by feeding by both parents and a considerable Increase in mobility of the 
yo’jng birds. They learn to i*un to the bushes ren;ai.'iing motionless after 
sticking their heads into the ctetoh of a bush or depressing the body against 
any convenient object. The parents soon leam to recognlxe their own young 
and the young leam to respond to their own parents, Saoh parent feeds its 
own young and attacks the young of any other bird which invades its territory, 
^Is leads to many fights among the adults and much morta^lity among the 
young, 

I hope that this information is what you want and will provs useful. If 
not let us know and we will pull together and send anything else you De4d if 

available.
